Aberdeen-Angus Grand Champion First ix History 


Forward March! The Bonnie Blacks have 
cleared the entanglements and landed safe- 
ly in the trenches at the American Royal 
Live Stock Show at Kansas City. It is 
thirty-two years since this most wonderful 
show came into existence—it has requir- 
ed all these years of steady hammering at 
the portals of this great show to gain ad- 
mission. Finally the deed has been done. 
Strange to say it required the skillful hand- 
ling and feeding by the veteran fitter and 
showman Bob Rothnie of Mr. Scripps’ Wild- 
wood Farms, at Orion, Michigan, to accom- 
plish the task. Another important factor in 
this accomplishment necessarily required 
the right kind of a calf, and Bob surely had 
him. A pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bullock 
shown in the October to December 1929 sec- 
tion. Smooth as an eel, clean cut from end 
to end, nicely made, well balanced, showing 
heaps of type and breed character, well cov- 
ered and almost wasteless. Another factor, 


and this time, perhaps the most important 


of them all proved to be the breed judge 
who found this calf and brought him 
through to the breed championship and in 
the finals supported him for grand cham- 
pionship honors. “Milt” Tudor long time 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder at lowa City, 
Iowa, did the work, and he did one of the 
most satisfactory pieces of steer judging 
that had up to this time been done at Kan- 
sas City, and this in all due respect to the 
most excellent work which has been done in 
other years. 

In the finals he was not found wanting. 
It was here that the genial “Doddie Judge” 
stood his ground and successfully defended 
what he, and the ringside as well, believed 
to be the best bullock in the competition, 
regardless of color. The championship se- 
lection had been left to a committee of 
three, composed of the respective breed 
judges, and each somehow, someway got the 
idea that his steer should receive the big 
purple ribbon. It was generally conceded 
that the three calves undoubtedly were the 
three best calves that had ever come to- 
gether at this show. They were all out- 
standing. One judge contended that his 
steer had but one slight defect, another de- 
clared that his steer was almost without 
fault, and Judge Tudor insisted that his 
steer had no faults. There they were. There 
could not be three grand champions, al- 
though someone suggested that they call it 
a draw and each one claim the honor. “Not 
much Mary Ann,” the chubby Welshman 
knew his calf and he was going to stay by 


him. The other boys, Harry Hopley, for the 
Shorthorns and Cal Kinzer for the Here- 
fords, said they would stay till spring. That 
was too long a wait for Judge Tudor so he 
moved to retire the commitee and select 
some one man to do the job. Thus ended 
the first heat in this race which had been 
running for something like half or three- 
quarters of an hour. 

The three breed secretaries were asked to 
select a single judge. Secretary Tomhave 
suggested a couple but the other two 
thought not, so they finally decided upon 
Mr. John Burns, whose selection was per- 
fectly satisfactory with Secretary Tomhave. 
None could question the sincerity nor the 
ability of Mr. Burns who finally consented 
to do the trick. He first approached the 
Hereford and handled him from head to 
rump, next the Shorthorn in the same man- 
ner, and last the Aberdeen-Angus calf, Ed- 
gar Quality—superb handling, splendidly 
fleshed, smooth, tidy, perfectly balanced as 
he hung there from the halter strap which 
Bob had been holding aloft for nearly an 
hour. When Mr. John sunk his hands into 
the rib covering, and drew them back over 
the rump and around the tail setting his 
eyes snapped and he called out “here he is.” 
There was some noise at the ringside. In 
the confusion the reserve championship was 
nearly overlooked, however as the steers 
emerged from the crowd that had gathered 
it was observed that the beautiful roan calf 
from the Oklahoma Agricultural College was 
wearing the other ribbon, while his White- 
faced stall mate from the same institution 
was compelled to retire as third choice. It 
was a battle royal. They were good calves 
and every one of grand championship cali- 
bre, even so, there was a difference and it 
was that difference that brought to the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed its first American Roy- 
al grand championship on single bullocks. 
This is a formidable stronghold for the 
palefaces and this mighty tribe is always 
overwhelmingly represented as to numbers. 

Edgar Quality is no accident. His is a 
tribe of aristocrats rich in the bloodlines 
that have built Aberdeen-Angus history 
these many years on this continent. Edgar 
Quality was calved October 6, 1929, and 
was soon ‘selected for the task he so well 
performed. His sire Edgar Protest 408991 
is a son of none other than Imported Edgar 
of Dalmeny 269216, one of the richest pro- 
ductions from the fine herd of the Earl of 
Rosebery and Pride Protest 6th 321847, one 


of the most popular of International grand 


champion females. She being a daughter of 
the world renowned breeding bull Earl Mar- 
shall 183780 who has more sons and daugh- 
ters to win International grand champion- 
ship honors than any bull of any breed. The 
dam of this calf is Blackbird Quality S. 
405792 whose sire Quality Marshall was se- 
lected as a calf by Superintendent Sidney 
Smith as the best calf of that year in the 
Escher & Ryan herd and later developed by 
him and shown for Mr. Scripps to the In- 
ternational grand championship. Quality 
Marshall was a son of old Earl Marshall. 
So it will readily be seen that this calf, 
Edgar Protest, is a combination of the fin- 
est blood lines on two continents. 
Sells at $1.50 Per Pound. 

After winning the grand championship 
there was much speculation as to whether 
Edgar Quality would be sold at the Royal 
sale on Friday or carried on for the later 
shows. After due consideration Mr. Scripps 
announced that the calf would be sold 
where he had won his laurels. As soon as 
this announcement was made public those 
interested in buying the grand champion 
set about getting their orders ready. As a 
result there were many bidders ready when 
the calf entered the arena. Col. P. M. Gross 
started the ball rolling when Wilson started 
the bidding. Soon Col. Gross found new 
friends who entered the race and made it a 
rather lively affair. Lee’s Electric Waffle 
Shop of Kansas City wanted the calf. Jake 
Maurer wanted him for the account of the 
Sullivan Packing Company of Detroit, 
Michigan. Cudahy out ran the other con- 
tenders and landed the steer for the Wil- 
liams Meat Company of Kansas City at 
just $1.50 per pound. Edgar Quality weigh- 
ed 825 pounds and netted his owner a total 
of $1,237.50. 

In class this calf had been crowded some- 
what by Renemere calved December, 1929, 
and a rather near relative in that he was 
sired by Revolution 41st, a son of the In- 
ternational grand champion Blackcap Revo- 
lution, who was another son of old Earl 
Marshall. Renemere was owned and shown 
by Jimmy Hollinger of Chapman, Kansas, 
and it is safe to say that this second prize 
calf at the Royal will wear a purple crown 
before the show season is over, and bring 
still further honors to the breed. His dam, 
Lilly Irene, by Irenmere 6th is of the fa- 
mous Prizemere extraction, thus this calf 
combines two of the outstanding lines of 
present day breeding.

Iowa and Michigan Divide Championship Ribbon 


The Thirty-Second Annual American Roy- 
al Live Stock Show is history. Eight con- 
tending herds furnished a very pretty show 
from beginning to end. The classes were 
not large, nevertheless extra good. So good 
that many an animal of top quality failed 
to register in that position. Breeder Milt 
Tudor of Iowa City, Iowa, acted in the ca- 
pacity of judge and was constantly being 
confronted with “hard ones to crack.” The 
classes were sufficiently good that at times 
positions might have been changed without 
creating any disturbance in so far as the 
ringside was concerned. 

Surely the American Royal is the one 
well attended live stock and horse show. 
The seats were packed every day, both 
morning and afternoon, and the evening 
performances ran packed houses as long as 
the gates were open. It seems that the 
whole country round about turns out. These 
throngs are augmented by liberal conting- 
ents from far west states, and the territory 
to the southwest. The alleys between the 
long rows of cattle are packed from early 
morning until late at night. There was 
some cattle trading going on—which seems 
a bit unusual these days. 

Immediately following the single steer 
show the parade of pure breds begun. Six 
aged bulls came into line and were headed 
by Elliott Brown’s bull Revolution 37th by 
Blackcap Revolution, closely followed by 
Prizemere 115th by Blackmere 29th owned 
by Congdon & Battles. Only three bulls 
were out in the two year old division which 
was headed by Miller & Kemp’s bull, Kill- 
mere 5th by Black Belmore and out of

Fair grand champion cow. The senior year- 
ling class of seven was headed by Elliott 
Brown’s bull, Revolution 84th, another son 
of Blackcap Revolution, and one that seem- 
ed to fill the eye of the judge completely 
as he was passed along for senior cham- 
pionship honors. 

Revolution 100th the junior yearling son 
of Blackcap Revolution headed his class of 
six for Harrison & Ryan. Nine summer 
yearling bulls came out, eight of which 
were placed by Judge Tudor, the ninth be- 
ing of his own breeding was left for Prof. 
Blizzard of Oklahoma A. & M. to place. 
This calf was Burgess Marshall 3d by El- 
gon Marshall 2d, shown by Elliott Brown. 
A very attractive youngster that won for 
the professor. Jas. B. Hollinger, of Kan- 
sas, took the next class of eight with 
Wheatland Kerrero by Irenmere 6th. Hol- 
linger also won the junior bull calf class of 
eight with Revolution of W. a son of Revo- 
lution 41st. 

The senior bull championship went to 
Brown showing Revolution 84th. Professor 
Blizzard was called back to place the junior 
bull championship and soon found Revolu- 
tion 100th to be his favorite. Then 84th 
and 100th lined up before Judge Tudor who 
selected the 84th to serve as his grand 
champion bull. Brown won the three bull 
group in competition with six others, all 
bulls being descendants of old Earl Mar- 
shall. Harrison & Ryan won the pair in a 


class of seven entries with Revolution 50th 
and Revolution 100th, both by Blackcap 
Revolution. 


A very fine cow show opened with three 
aged cows, Eva of Rose Hill 2d, taking the 
lead for Elliott Brown. The seven twos 
were headed by Barbara of Rosemere 64th 
a daughter of Prizemere 32d, a very choice 
young cow shown by Congdon & Battles. 
Scripps captured the senior yearling class 
of eight with a splendid young daughter of 
Perfection Marshall 2d—Eloquent Lassie 2d 
—later made senior and grand champion 
female of the show. 

Schmuecker & Sons of Iowa showed Pine- 
hurst Blackcap by Blackcap Bandolier 2d 
at the head of this class of ten and later 
made her junior champion female of the 
show. At the head of a class of eight sum- 
mer yearlings Harrison & Ryan placed 
Erica Harrison 154th by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion. The senior heifer calf class of ten 
head was headed by Evergreen Lady T. 2d a 
very classy daughter of the International 
grand champion Eileenmere 15th, shown by 
St. Albans farms, of Becker, Missouri. This 
same firm headed the junior heifer calf sec- 
tion of nine with Pride 3d of St. Albans by 
Erie Revolution. 

Scripps won the two females with Earl 
Marshall cows and there were nine pairs 
shown. The get of Blackcap Revolution 
won the group of eight entries for Harrison 
& Ryan. The graded herd went to Elliott 
Brown who also won the pair of yearlings. 
The pair of calves being won by Jas. B. 
Hollinger of Kansas. Thus ended one of 
the best shows of the season in so far as 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed was concerned.

The Pacific International held at Port- 
land, Oregon, October 25 to November 1, 
proved to be one of the very good shows of 
the season. Mr. Scripps Wildwood Farms 
herd of Orion, Michigan, went all the way 
to the coast to rub shoulders with the west- 
ern herds of Congdon & Battles, of Yakima, 
Washington, and D. E. Alexander, of Kla- 
math Falls, Oregon. Washington State Col- 
lege also took a hand, capturing the first 
prize ticket in the junior heifer calf class 
with a sweet little lady called Queen of 
Washington 31st. 

The two year old bull Elaino Perfection 
418394, shown from the Scripps herd won 
his class and went on to the senior and fin- 
ally to the grand championship. Mr. Alex- 
ander asked for a quotation and took the 
bull home with him to be added to his fine 
battery of herd bulls. Elaino is a fine 
specimen of the breed. He is sired by Per- 
fection Marshall 2d, he by King Marshall 
2d and he in turn by Earl Marshall. Per- 
fection Marshall 2d’s dam is Pride Protest 
6th, an International grand champion cow 
also sired by Earl Marshall and out of Pride 
McHenry 46th. The dam of “Elaino” is 
Elaine of Wildwood 353345, she by Import- 
ed Edgar of Dalmeny 269216 bred by the 
Earl of Rosebery. Very choicely bred from 
every angle. 

The junior champion bull was found to be 
Blackmere 97th 428220, shown by Congdon 
& Battles, and sired by Prizemere 32d, per- 
haps the greatest son of Prizemere 9th, and 
out of Blackbird of Rosemere 56th, winner 
of many first prizes and championships 
since 1926 at the leading expositions in the 
States and in Canada, she being a daughter 
of Prizemere 9th. This line bred Prizemere 
9th calf is one of the very best ever pre- 
sented by Rosemere farms and is one of the 
outstanding prospects of the season. 

The female show was just as strong. The 
Scripps senior yearling heifer went through 
to the senior and grand championship hon- 
ors. A beautifully made young cow, carry- 
ing Earl Marshall breeding on both sides of 
her tabulation. Her sire is a line bred Earl 
Marshall bull, his name is Perfection Mar- 
shall 2d and he is a son of the International 
grand champion cow, Pride Protest 6th. The 
dam of this young show cow is a daughter 
of the International grand champion Qual- 
ity Marshall. The junior female champion- 
ship went to the Congdon & Battles entry, 
Pride of Rosemere 207th, showing in the 
summer yearling class. She is a very fine 
daughter of Prizemere 32d and will be sell- 
ing in the Chicago International sale, mak- 
ing a mighty sweet thing for someone to 
add to his present holdings. 

In the finals Barbara of Rosemere 64th 
the two year old daughter of Prizemere 32d 
that had been reserve to the senior cham- 
pion displaced the younger Congdon & Bat- 
tles heifer for the reserve grand champion- 
ship ticket. This is a beautifully made 
young cow. One that would look good at 
the head of the class in any show.

THE AMERICAN ROYAL FAT STOCK SHOW; 
GATEWAY TO THE SOUTHWEST PASTURE LANDS. 

Because of the fact that this great institution stands at the 
very gateway of the vast area of cattle growing country to the 
southwest is it most important this show should be cultivated in 
behalf of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. That such a process is well 
under way was amply evidenced in the splendid dispiay in the car- 
lot sections, both tat and feeder cattle. it was but a few short 
years ago that Johnson Workman ot Kansas braved the strong op- 
position and brought to the American Royal a load of Aberdeen- 
Angus feeder calves. Since that day many high places have been 
won by those who have followed in his tootsteps. The 1930 show 
marks still another step forward with regard to numbers of feeder 
calves. Through the etforts of this same Kansan has the feeder 
section developed to that point where the show management has 
recognized his request tor separate classifications for Aberdeen- 
Angus steers and Aberdeen-Angus heiters. That the new classi- 
fications were appreciated was attested by the number of entries. 
Either side of one whole long alley through the yards was com- 
pletely filled with the black babies and folks were there to look 
them over. The increase in the size of the Aberdeen-Angus feeder 
show is indeed encouraging. This part of the show may well be 
developed to extensive proportions and all to the benefit of those 
who help to make the show. The Journal will be glad to see the 
day when it may have the pleasure of announcing to the world of 
feeders that the American Royal will be able to supply feeder 
calves by the thousands. Such a thing is possible and it is alto- 
gether probable that the time is not far distant. A little more 
cooperation and a little more push and an increasing determination 
to accomplish such a program will surely bring it to pass.

One of the most important transactions in recent times in so 
far as the future welfare of the Aberdeen-Angus breed is concern- 
ed took place within the past fortnight when Messrs. Congdon & 
Battles, of Yakima, Washington, purchased the great show and 
breeding bull Kileenmere 15th 398457 for the past two years one 
of the chief stock bulls in the Harrison & Ryan herd at Harlan 
Iowa, for which firm he won his highest laurels in the show ring. 
It is highly gratifying to know that this great breeding bull is to 
find a piace in the famous Rosemere herd where he will be mated 
with a most select harem of outstanding producing matrons. Being 
a son of Eileenmere 4th, who is a double grandson of the famous 
Black Woodlawn makes him a most desirable kinsman of the Rose- 
mere tribe. Eileenmere 15th brings to Rosemere on the dam’s side 
an infusion of old country bloodlines that should cause him to blend 
happily with the great cows that will be selected for his attention. 
Eileenmere 15th was a consistent winner of first place in class and 
of championships during the years 1926, 1927 and 1928. It was not 
however until 1929 that he had opportunity to prove his mettle as 
the show bull of America par excellence. During 1929 he won the 
grand championship for bulls at the Ak-Sar-Ben at Omaha, the 
great American Royal at Kansas City and the International Expo- 
sition at Chicago. 

One has only to check up the sale prices received for his sons 
and daughters during the past two years to discover the true 
worth of this bull as a sire of outstanding sons and daughters. The 
recent J. Garrett Tolan sale at Farmingdale, Illinois, is a fair ex- 
ample. On this occasion his sons and daughters averaging about 
twelve months of age sold at prices ranging from $465.00 to $860.00 
per head to go out into show and breeding herds.

“Watch Wichita Win!” has been the slo- 

Pigs this Kansas city of the plains for 
many years and now as the maker of a suc- 
cessful live stock show she has surely won. 
Sandwiched in between the great American 
Royal Live Stock Show at Kansas City and 
the Ak-Sar-Ben at Omaha as well as the 
Pacific International at Portland, Oregon, 
she drew two special trains of live stock 
from Omaha and one from Portland. 

The barns were filled to overflowing and 
just to show that Wichita appreciated this 
enormous exhibit of the best live stock in 
the nation the people turned out to visit 
the show in such numbers it was almost im- 
possible to move around, sometimes, for the 
jam. 
Hereford cattle predominated, but the 

Shorthorns and Aberdeen-Angus made a 
good show. Five Aberdeen-Angus herds 
came from Omaha and one from Portland. 
Many of the cattle did not make expenses 
as there were only three and four monies 
in the classes, so it is up to the directors of 
this show and the Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers Association to see that these monies are 
extended. When exhibitors undertake to pay 
the enormous expense of exhibiting at these 
National shows, risking sickness and pos- 
sible loss of animals, in our opinion it is up 
to the publicity department to see that rea- 
sonable premium money is put up for com- 
petition or else withdraw altogether and 
let the other breeds have the country, a 
thing which no real Aberdeen-Angus man 
is going to do. 

Anyway, these six good herds made a 
great show for the breed. The best that 
has ever been made west of Kansas City. 
Progress of the breed demands that these 
exhibitions be encouraged. Other breeds 
are eager to dominate the whole western 
country so the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
must work and exhibit all the cattle pos- 
sible if they are going to increase their 
numbers on the range and thus provide 
black steers for the cornbelt feedlots. That 
this show business is getting organized and 
into the realm of big business was shown 
when the Missouri Pacific had to run two 
special trains from the Ak-Sar-Ben show at 
Omaha to the Kansas National at Wichita— 
attached to each train was a passenger 
coach where the men could ride comfort- 
ably, sometimes also a diner, a regular pas- 
senger diner with all its trappings and clean 
linen, colored waiters and a white mess sar- 
geant, etc. The meals served were the us- 
ual good meals but the coffee—well made, 
with plenty good thick cream, sure hit the 
spot in the morning after working half the 
night loading out. 

(Note: Perhaps the above comments 
should have been entitled “Seeing Our- 
selves.” Be that as it may, they are print- 
ed on this page in order to give readers a 
“different” slant at this show business, its 
purpose and its possibilities. The author 
attended both shows and accompanied one 
of these special trains, mingled with the 
cattlemen and the crowd. He is interested 
in making the Kansas National a real en- 
tering wedge, for Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
leading into the heart of the great South- 
west.—Editor.)
